‘the granting of a contract by Governor Douglas 
to Mr, Waddington, by-which that gentleman 
‘will be entitled to a charter-for a term ‘of ten | 
. years, and otherwise granting him great and un- 
fair advantages’ over other \ charter holders, as | 
well as) involving a large expenditure of the | 
public revenue. | 

. Wefwould not be mistnderstood’ in our oppo- | 
sition to this project. We are opposed to it, 
first, because we deem it palpably wrong and | 
subversive of the best interests of the country | 
that Governor Douglas should, upon the eve of | 
his retirement, do any act whatever by which | 
the finances of the country will be crippled, It 
will be seen by a Proclamation in the Gorernment | 

Gazette that the Governor has already anticipated 
the prospective revenue to the extent of $150,000 
in order to meet past liabilities ; and, in addition 
to that, we believe there.is quite a heavy defi- 
ciency, altogether showing to what a wretched 
| condition the finances of the Colony have been 
* reduced. ° And when just about to hand over 
the reins of; Government to his successor, it is 
' most unfair that any act should be done tending 
to inerease the financial embarrassment of the 
country. : 

But we further oljject to the perpetration of 
the. Bute outrage because* we believe it to be 
‘most unwise for Government to give any encour- 
‘agement, much less material aid, to the construc- 
tion of a new route to our. galdfields until such 
route has been duly explored and réported upon 
by the proper authorities. If Bute be. really 
practicable it would simply be a parallel and 
competing route to one upon which has already 
been expended little if any short of a million of 
the public revenue, to say nothing about, probably, 
‘a much larger sam in the shape of private capi- 

tal, and which when completed ‘will be abun- 
dautly capable-of supplying our population in the 
interior for many years to come. ‘While, on the 
- other hand, if Bute be;not practicable, which, by- 
the way, isiour own opinion, then is such a 
scheme most suicidal, inasmuch as it tends to 
unsettle the public mind, and ‘shake confidence 
in the present routes, thercby preventing the freg 
investment of capital.

This was John Briglit’s vision on 18th December 
last. We candidly con fess we looked very sharp, 
but we did not sce anything like it at all.

Having surveyed the crippled fature of our 
neighbors, and the probable diversion of emigra- 
tion from them in consequence, having in general

The} present stream takes a sudden and. short 
bend at the lower end of the claim, and for near- 
ly half a mile, at what is called the canyon, de- 
scribes, as near as may be, a half circle ; the 
lead, wholly regardless of the present stream, 
penetrates beneath a hill one handred fect in 
height, which by some convulsion of nature has 
been thrown apen it, It is from under thig hill 
thatthe Black Jack Tunnel Co., have-been tak- 
ing from 200 to 300 oz., per day all winter. “In 
this case no new deposit of gold was found. in 
the new or present stream; below the canyon 
however, it is believed that the Barker and Cana- 
dian are two distinct leads. In the upper part 
of Williams Creek more than one lead has been 
demonstrated, and enough besides is now: known 
to gonvince every one that frum the head to the 
outlet of the valley there is a continuous lead or 
leads of gold,; amd ‘thats is not, cannot be, 
spotted, 

At this time there are probably 0 over fifty tun- 
nels in various stages of progress on Williams 
Creek ; in many of these good. prospects have 
been found, but the miners were obliged to quit 
them just when the season, or rather high prices 
and a dread of winter, drove them away. The 
most of these claims will strike good pay within 
80 days after the commencement of spring work. 
And for all these hill or tannel claims, and bun- 
dreds more which will be opened this year, there 
will be no more suspension of work on account of 
winter. Winter bas proved to be the best season to 
workthem. Nor has it been found unfavorable to 
river bed claims, where.the diggings are so deep 
that they are worked by a shaft, and by drifting. 
This is proved by the working of the Barker and 
Canadian claims this winter. So probably on all 
the larger creeks,‘ like Williams, Jack‘d” Clubs 
and, Lightning, the. winter will interpose no im- 
pediment whatever. The most of the claims on 


these Creeks will be worked year in and year | 


out ; so that. the great objections which hnve 
hitherto been made to Cariboo—the short work- 
ing season and the spotted charficter of the gold 
deposits—are completely disposed of. It remains, , 
by roads, by a wise encouragement of trade 
and agriculture, by a just protection of the trailer 
to cheapen food ; then the fact will soon be de- 
monstrated that as a gold producing country Car- 
iboo is unsurpassed, perhaps unrivalled.
